Senate Committee Votes The Senate Labor and Public Welfare Committee has 
to Erase Loyalty Oath voted 12-3 to erase the loyalty oath requirements 
from NDE Legislation (Section 1001 (f) ) from the National Defense Edu- 


cation Act. This elimination is provided in S. 819, 
the Kennedy-Clark Bill which was introduced on January 29. (See this Bulletin Vol. 
1, VIII, Nos. 15, 16.) 
7 This Loyalty Oath section, which is opposed by a number of educational organiza- 
tions including the American Council on Education, has caused at least seven institu- 
tions to decline participation in the Student Loan Fund Program. These as reported 
by the U. S. Office of Education are Goucher College, Sarah Lawrence College, Antioch 
College, Wilmington College, Reed College, Bennington College, and Amherst College. 
Senator Kennedy and other sponsors of S. 819 are reported to be hopeful that when 
the legislation reaches the floor of the Senate there will be no amendments which might 
restore some elements of the present oath requirements. . 


If institutions or individuals wish to express convictions on this question they 
should make them known at once to the members of the Senate, who are expected to con- 
sider this legislation soon after the July in holidays. 


Council Names Committee The American Council on Education has received a 
for Educational Liaison grant from the Carnegie Corporation of New York for 
With Sub-Sahara Africa the establishment of a "Committee for Educational 

Liaison Between the United States and the Countries 
d of Sub-Sahara Africa." 

President Arthur S. Adams of the Council in announcing the new committee said it 
will "assist United States institutions in learning what help is most needed by higher 
education in Sub-Sahara Africa, and aid authorities of the African countries and of 
the related European metropolitan countries in obtaining specific information on ways 
that U.S. institutions may be able to assist them in their problems." 

"The Committee aims," he added, "to encourage the building of a firm basis of 
understanding and mutual support for higher education on the two continents." 

Members of the committee are President J. L. Morrill, of the University of Minne- 
sota, Chairman; Chancellor Harvie Branscomb, Vanderbilt University; President Cornelis 
W. de Kiewiet, University of Rochester; and Chancellor Clifford M. Hardin, University 
of Nebraska. 

It is planned that President Morrill's group will work closely with a similar 
committee from the Association of Universities of the British Commonwealth. 

Dr. Adams pointed out that while "activity in all the countries of Africa from 
the Sahara to the Union of South Africa. has received conspicuous notice in the press 
insofar as political developments are concerned, yet in many aspects and in the long 
term it is probable that education will play the major role in determining what these 
countries will become in the future." 

He said it is planned that members of the new Council committee will visit African 
institutions and meet with their British colleagues during the coming year. 
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The President Has Until The Housing Bill, S. 57, went to the President on 
July 6 to Act on Housing; June 26 but as of July 1 he had not signed it. He 
Interest Rate up to 3 178 has until July 8 to act. The weight of opinion is 


that the President will veto the legislation, but 

he is receiving many requests for favorable action. 

Had he signed the bill by June 30, the then current applicable interest rate 
for the College Housing Program of 2 7/8 percent would have applied to almost $150 Bull 
million in contingent reservations for college loans. A new interest rate of 3 1/8 
percent, calculated as of July 1 and based on the average rate paid by the govern- 
ment on all its debt, will be applicable to the $150 million in College Loans in 
the event the President now finally signs the bill. 


The possibility that the House and Senate would be able to override a veto is 
regarded as doubtful.

to subscribe to this international convention. The Council's Commission on Edu- 
cation and International Affairs has consistently voiced strong support for such a 
measure. 

The Agreement, better known as the "Florence Agreement," has as its major 
purpose the reduction of tariff and trade obstacles to the importation of education- 
al, scientific, and cultural materials. American educational institutions will 
greatly benefit by its provisions eliminating the present high tariffs on educational 
materials. 

The Florence Agreement must now be ratified by the Senate, and implementing 
legislation must be enacted. Bulletin readers will be notified as soon as steps 
to these ends are initiated by the Department of State. It is expected that this 
will take place before Congress adjourns this summer. 
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
